Birth Controls Ban 
Response Is Varied

Some Roman Catholics have 
reacted with dissent or indiffer­ 
ence to Pope Paul Vi’s encycli­ 
cal against birth control while 
others hailed the papal state­ 
ment as refreshing and a reaf­ 
firmation of Christian truth. 
The Pope, in a long-awaited 
pronouncement Monday, upheld 
the prohibition on all artificial 
means of contraception and ap­ 
pealed to leaders of civil gov­ 
ernments everywhere to outlaw 
contraception, sterilization and 
abortion as means of limiting 
population. 
Most liberal 
Catholics who 
spoke out after the announce­ 
ment took the view that those 
among the world’s half billion 
Catholics who already use mod­ 
ern birth control methods would 
continue to do so based on the 
belief that sexual morality is a 
matter of conscience. 
Called Too Late

It will go down when school opens in the fall if

The hoard of education has said it will cut back the 
J school program to balance expenses and income in the 
|new school year if the millage fails. 
This will be the fifth election on the issue in the 
£pa»t year. All the others have failed to raise the money. 
Nothing much happened as result of the earlier 
iefeats. There was some retrenchment in school spend­ 
ing but no drastic changes except the elimination of 
I school hot lunch. 
The board has incurred a deficit of $90,000 on the 
{last school year’s operation because spending exceeded 
{Income without the 5.4 mills. 
It has decided not to continue deficit spending be­ 
cause that only burdens the school district, increasing 
•debt (interest as well as principal to repay) while keep­ 
in g up a pretense that the public is paying for the 
Schooling it’s getting.

Inevitably there will be suggestions by some voters 
that the board of education is “threatening” them with 
reduced schooling if they vote “No.” 
This isn’t the case. The board isn’t threatening 
Anyone with anything, it is telling the public which 
.elected it (to serve without pay) what will happen if 
^there’s another “No” vote on the millage. 
Tt wants the public to know in advance what the 
■result of rejection of millage will mean. 
We can’t believe that the public wants to abandon 
buses as an economy in school operation. They’re ex­ 
pensive, but so is the private transportation of children 
to school daily.

And this bus stoppage would affect children attend- 
ng non-public schools, because they’re being transported 
rn public school buses to city schools from outlying dis­ 
tricts by the hundreds.

Philip Hoff 
of Vermont pointed up the con­ 
fusions of today’s national mood 
when he was so angered at the 
conservative tone of a closed 
governors’ conference session 
that he nearly walked out. 
It would have been a lone­ 
some walk. He could find no 
other takers for the idea as he 
listened to governors of both 
parties stress the need for more 
law and order, voice hostility 
to federal gun controls and at­ 
tack the Kemer reports on riots 
in the cities. (The latter assault 
was a solo blast 
from 
Gov. 
Spiro Agnew of Maryland.) 
The newest deadly outbreak 
of racial violence in Cleveland 
naturally did nothing to lighten 
the mood of those 
governors 
whose strong words in private 
session so upset Hoff. 
There was much talk at the 
conference of the poll gains 
being made by 
former 
Gov. 
George Wallace 
of Alabama 
when measured as a presiden­ 
tial prospect 
against 
major 
party candidates.

What impressed many 
gov­ 
ernors was the fact that this 
rise had occurred during a per­ 
iod of calm in tile cities. They 
saw it as reflecting a strong

could ignore only at their peril.

ANGRY CITIZEN 
Let Congress levy a tax on 
cats, and any cat owner could 
challenge the constitutionality 
of the law in the courtroom. 
But suppose you have no 
cat. Could you still challenge 
the law, simply because you 
feel Congress is getting out of 
line? May any angry citizen 
raise the issue of constitution­ 
ality, 
just on general prin­ 
ciples? 
Ordinarily, no. The right to 
challenge the constitutionality 
of a law is limited to those 
who are directly involved. Un­ 
less you have some personal 
stake in the matter, you lack 
what the law calls “standing” 
to sue the government.

Why not let anybody sue? 
Partly because there might be 
a court-clogging flood of law­ 
suits. And partly because basic 
constitutional questions might 
be decided without the safe­ 
guard of having the arguments 
made by persons motivated by 
a real interest in the outcome. 
What kind of a personal in­ 
terest must you have to bring 
such a case? 
The most obvious kind is 
financial. As a cat owner in 
the example above, you would 
have a direct interest—because 
the tax would come out of 
your pocketbook. 
Likewise, a 
property owner was held qual­ 
ified to challenge a zoning law, 
because it would cut the dol­ 
lar value of his land.

Even lf your interest it not 
financial, 
it

weighty enough to justify a 
suit. Thus, a court allowed the 
complaint of two trolley riders 
against 
the 
government for 
permitting music on trolleys. 
Even though the music did not 
cost them any money, it could 
cost them valuable peace of 
mind. 
On the other hand, your in­ 
terest—financial or otherwise 
—won’t support a suit if it is 
just too trivial. 
A taxpayer’s 
attack on a federal appropria­ 
tion bill was thrown out, be­ 
cause his stake in the total 
federal budget was held too 
tiny to really matter. 
Nor can you ordinarily sue 
when your complaint is pure­ 
ly theoretical. In one case a 
motorist, although given only 
a 
mild 
sentence 
for drunk 
driving, challenged the valid­ 
ity of the state traffic law. 
He argued that, 
under this 
law’, the judge could have im­ 
posed a sentence so harsh as 
to be “cruel and unusual.” 
But he got nowhere.

Sleeping Bear 
Speedup Urged 


WASHINGTON 'AP) — Rep. 
Jam es G. O’Hara, D - Mich., 
called today for quick action on 
proposals to establish a Sleep­ 
ing Bear Dunes National Lake­ 
shore on Lake Michigan. 
“We can still save Sleeping 
B ear,” O’Hara 
told a House 
interior subcommittee. 
But, he said, “we must act 
quickly. Time is running out. 
Every day of delay takes its 
toll of the park.” 
O’Hara, sponsor of one bill to 
create the national lakeshore, 
was joined at the witness table 
by Rep. Guy Vander J agt. R- 
Mich., and Sen. Philip A. Hart, 
D-Mich. 
Vander Jagt is the author of 
another lakeshore bill and Hart 
sponsored the original proposal 
for establishment of the lake­ 
shore nine years ago. 
The Senate has twice in prev­ 
ious congresses passed bills to 
create Sleeping Bear Dunes Na­ 
tional Lakeshore and the House 
Interior Committee approved a 
bill two years ago. But the Sen­ 
ate has not acted on the legis­ 
lation in this Congress. 
O’H ara’s bill is identical to 
the bill approved by the Interi­ 
or Committee two years ago. 
It would include 
70,968 acres 
and would cost an estimated 
$31.8 million for acquisition of 
lands and development of the 
lakeshore.
